PROSPECTS  FOR  1927  LiOHAI R  CLIP  IN  TURKEY 


The  new  raohair  clip  in  Turkey  is  estimated  to  be  between 
7,700,000  and  8,800,000  pounds  compared  with  a  clip  of  not  over 
7,040,000  in  1926,  according  to  a  report  from  Assistant  Trade 
Commissioner  Erwin  P.  Keeler  stationed  at  Constantinople.  Stocks 
on  hand  in  Constantinople  and  in  the  interior  were  not  in  excess 
of  660,000  to  880,000  pounds  at  the  end  of  Llarch  while  last  year 
there  •..•ero  still  approximately  2,000,000  pounds  of  the  season's 
clip  on  hand  at  the  end  of  April  when  the  season  practically  ends. 
It  was  expected  that  the  new  clip  would  begin  to  arrive  on  the 
market  during  the  last  of  April  or  first  of  May  due  to  warm  weather, 
whereas  the  first  arrivals  of  last  year's  clip  did  not  take  place 
until  I.Iay  27. 

The  market  was  firm  throughout  I.Iarch  with  prices  well  sus- 
tained.   The  total  volume  of  sales  showed  a  considerable  decline 
from  the  figures  set  by  the  previous  two  or  three  months  and  trans- 
actions were  irregular  with  purchasers  little  disposed  to  activity 
beyond  their  immediate  needs.    The  general  tendency  was  to  postpone 
purchases  until  the  new  clip  arrived  on  the  market  rather  than  to 
buy  from  the  small  remaining  stocks  of  the  old  clip. 

Sales  in  Constantinople  since  the  1926  clip  began  to  arrive 
last  Hay  and  including  the  carryover  from  the  1925  clip  amounted  to 
approximately  11,081,01)0  pounds. 
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
